IMMIGRATION = ON - CAMPUS 


Canada and Québec Immigration will be on campus to renew 
student authorizations (visas) during September 1983, at 
2020 Mackay Street, 2nd floor, This service is provided to all 
FULL-TIME RETURNING STUDENTS of Concordia University whose visas 
expire ON or AFTER August 1983. It CANNOT be used by part-time, 
independent, or Continuing Education students, or by those on 
special visas such as Minister's permits. Those people must go 
directly to Canada and Québec Immigration, If your authorization 
expires before Immigration - on - Campus, please present yourself 
to Canada Immigration, 1616 Dorchester Street West, before your 
expiry date for an extension of one month, after which, you may 
see both Canada and Québec Immigration on campus. 


Please note that work permits for the University MAY be 
renewed on-campus with proper documentation (job offer).

HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE 


Due to the high costs of medical treatment for non- 
residents, all international students were charged for a health 
and accident insurance policy at the time of Registration. 
Those students who have not yet picked up their health card 
should do so as soon as possible. Cards are ayailable at the 
Dean of Students Offices;claim forms and brochures outlining 
the policy are also available at the Dean of Students Offices, 
Sir George Williams campus, Annex M, 2135 Mackay Street and 
Loyola Campus Ad-129. Please note that claim forms can also 
be picked up at the Health Centres. Changes in marital status, 
lost cards, or any problems with insurance should be reported 
to these offices. Students are encouraged to become familiar 
with the terms of their policies and they should be prepared 
to give their insurance number, effective dates of their policy 
and the name and address of the Company to medical personnel 
at the time of treatment. Please note that this plan will 
NOT cover the cost of purchasing eye glasses, regular dental 
care or routine physical examinations such as those required

YOUR TRANSCRIPT 


If there is an error on your transcript they will call 
the Records Office and make the correction for you. You may 
pick up a copy of your record any time, upon presentation of 
your student I. D. card. A copy of your grades is mailed 
to you once a year. 


PROGRAMME CHANGES 


If you decide to change programmes within the same 
Faculty (i.e., B.A. History to B.A. English), you can pick 
up the necessary form at their office. If you are changing 
Faculties (i.e., B.Sc, Biology to B. A. Political Science), 
then you must go to the Admissions Office, Room AD-206 at 
Loyola or Room N-107 at Sir George Williams. 


REGISTRAR'S SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


SUPPLEMENTAL EXAMS 


Eligible students in good standing may apply to the 
Registrar's Services to write a supplemental exam for a 
failed course. A $15 fee is required per course. It is 
important to check the Calendar for regulations and deadlines. 


ROOM CHANGES 


If the location of a class is listed as TBA in the 
course schedule, you can check with their office for up- 
to-the-minute information. This is at Loyola ONLY. 


LATE COMPLETION OF COURSES 


If your professor has given you permission to submit 
course assignments beyond the deadline for an INC grade, you 
must. fill out an application for late completion at the 
Registrar's Services. A $15 fee is required. Check the 
University Calendar for eligibility and deadlines for applying 
and submitting work. 


ADDRESS CHANGE 


It is very important to notify the University if you 
have changed your address so that you do not miss out on 
important mailinas. You can fill out a form at the Registrar's 
Services or notify them in writing. 


CLASS CANCELLATIONS (WEATHER, ILLNESS) 
If a class is cancelled, Registrar's Services will be 
notified and they will post a notice on their bulletin board, 


The University also arranges to have class cancellations 
announced on several radio stations.

CHAPLAINCY 


SGW Campus has PASTORAL SERVICES available for the students 
and staff of the University. This means that six chaplains, two 
of them full-time, are working in the area of Campus Ministry 
on campus. Consequently, it is possible for interested persons 
to participate in regular religious services, Bible study, 
discussions, etc. Also pastoral counselling is readily available 
to those wanting to talk about the profound issues of life and 
death, or those facing crisis situations. 


In most cases the chaplains will be able not only to advise 
people who are planning to get married, but also to perform this 
pastoral act. Special attention is always given to so-called 
mixed marriages.

- A rabbi is on campus regularly and he organizes 
observations of most major Jewish festivals.

REE ERNATLUNAL INSURANCE 
1983-1984 


International Students returning in the Fall term, 1983, 
will be automatically insured for health and accident coverage, 
retroactive to August 15, 1983, 


Pre-registered students may pick up their new 1983-84 card 
after September 1, in either of the Dean of Students offices - 
Loyola AD 129 or Annex M, SGW. 


Students registering in person may pick up a new insurance 
card during the registration process. 


Students requiring medical attention between August 16 and 
september 1, and who do not have their card (e.g., pre-registration), 
must get in touch with Ann Kerby at 482-0320, local 358. Upon 
verification of enrolment, assurances will be given to the Health 
Services that the student will be covered retroactive to August 15, 
1983, and if possible, cards issued immediately. Our problem is 
controlling the cards during registration week and avoiding duplicate 
pick-ups. 


Duplicate cards for married students (same policy #) may be 
picked up in the same manner as noted above. Married student cards 
are coded M after the policy #. 


All 1982-83 policies expire on August 15, 1983. 


Students who appear at health services without a new card 
should be encouraged to pick up their new card as soon as possible 
in the Dean of Students Offices. 


Premiums: Single $250.00 (approximately) 
Family $498.00 (approximately) 


Upon assurance that the student will be leaving Concordia at 
the end of December, a pro-rata fee will be given for partial year 
coverage e.g., graduating students. Please refer these students 
to the Dean of Students Offices. 


Students who require exemption from the policy e.g., coverage 
at McGill University, University of Montréal, diplomatic status, 
newly landed immigrants, must see Ann Kerby or Douglas Insleay before 
any refund can be issued. No refund is issued to a student who has 
made a claim against the policy. 


Lost cards may be replaced at the Dean of Students Offices. 
Students enrolled with Continuing Education pick up their
